REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Note that, Applicant's amendment, Applicant's arguments, and the Examiner's 
Amendment are sufficient to place the instant claims in condition for allowance. Note 
that, the specification has been corrected to read C13-17 "alkyl" instead of "alkylamine"

which was an obvious error on the part of Applicant. Of the references of record, the 
most pertinent is Gross et al (US 4,891 ,1 50). Gross et al teach a cleansing and 
descaling agent which includes citric acid and thickeners. The thickeners are chosen 
from a group including an alkyl alcohol ether sulfate, an amphoteric surfactant, a 
nonionic surfactant, an amine or alkoxylated amine, and a combination thereof. The 
present invention also includes a process for producing the present descaling agent and 
a process for using the present descaling agent. See Abstract. However, Gross et al 
do not teach a composition containing a combination of alkylamine, nonionic surfactant, 
and the other requisite components of the composition containing the specific amount of 
alkylamine as recited by the instant claims. Furthermore, Gross et al is drawn to a 
drawn to a cleaning composition suitable for descaling toilets and other sanitary 
installations which is completely unrelated to a composition for cleaning/treating contact 
lenses as recited by the instant claims. 

None of the references of record, alone or in combination, teach or suggest a 
multi-purpose solution for contact lenses containing an alkylamine, a nonionic 
surfactant, a buffer, a viscosity inducing component, a chelating component, a tonicity 
component, water, and the other requisite components of the composition in the specific 
amounts as recited by the instant claims. Accordingly, since the prior art fails to teach 
or suggest such a composition as recited by the instant claims, the instant claims are 
deemed allowable.
